A Former Pastor Dead. 


Rev. C. G. Miner, aged 86 years, a for- 


mer pastor of the Decatur Baptist obnreh, 
died Saturday at the home of hie eon, 
Albert, in Bloomington, He wae born at 
Broohtield, N. ¥,, and was ordained ae a 
minister in 1S'33. At the outbrsak of the 
civil war he joined the 7th Illinois Cav- 
alry BE chaplpio, and remained in the 
service four years. His saintly life accl 
love for mankind made him a great fa- 
voriie with the soldiers. He was in the 
battle of Ccrinth, and WBB taken prisoner 
at Colliersville, west Tennessee. He 
was confined in Libby prison, and in this 
death-lurking fortress LIB health, like 
that of thousands of others, was seriously 
impaired. He emerged from the prison 
with irmeh of his past strength gone, and 
went to Bloomington. He engaged in 
the book and stationery business, bat 
did not retire altogether from the minis- 
try, serving neighboring ohnrohes as pas- 
tor up to hie 80th year. 


Echo of the Contempt Case. 


It is the purpose of Sheriff Piri, who 


was recently fined $100 by Judge Cwigb- 
ton at Taylorville for alleged contempt 
of court for failing to serve two sub- 
pitnas on two supposed residents of 
Maoon nonnty, to go before tbe Christian 
oonnty board of supervisors with a claim 
for 81115.75, of which earn 815.75 is for 
fees earned by him in serving papers in 
the Stooington pnza fight case. The 
fines hare been paid, and the fees are in 
the bauds of the Christian county circuit 
olerk. When Sheriff Perl made his de- 
mand by letter for the fees, his only an- 
swer was: "You can keep the Bubptpuas.' 
Now the sheriff will go to Taylorville with 
an attorney and demand what is due him 
iir;d Muoon county. There is a prospect 
of an interesting law suit. It now turns 
out that one of the ruen whom the 
sheriff was directed to erimmon is cot a 
resident of Maoon county, but has lived 
in Christian county since ]*B8. Evi- 
deuUv the Christian county officials are 
wo'ully ignorant of the location of their 
owu people.

HELD UP, 


Bobbers Getting Bolder Than 


Ever-—Big Booty. 


Two Events in Kansas and one in 


California. 


PABSONB, EBB., Deo. 24.—One of the 


boldest holdups yet perpetrated on Kan- 
sas soil by bandits occurred at S o'clock 
to-night on the Kansas and Arkansas: 
Valley Division of the Missouri Pacific 
railroad, five miles southeast of Ooffey- 
ville. 


The robbers let a flat oar oat of a sid- 


ing upon the main track and placed a 
danger signal on this oar, and when pas- 
senger train So. 222 neared the point 
the engineer saw tbe signal and stopped 
train. No sooner had the train slacked 
its speed than it was boarded by eight 
men, and the whole train force corralled. 
The robbers then went through the mail 
car, rifling pouches and letters. They 
nexj took iu the express car, and having 
finished their work here, went through 
the coaches, robbing people indiscrimi- 
nately. No violence WBS offered any one, 
The robbers secured big booty, bnt no 
estimate can be given cf the loss. 


OOPFEYVILLE, Res., Deo. 24.—South- 


bound passenger train No. 32 on tbe Mis- 
souri Pacific, which left this station at 
6:30 o'clock this evening, was held up 
robbed by eight masked men at 8omi- 
nole Station, in tho Indian Territory, 
five miles south of 
Coffeyville. 
The 


switch look was broken and the train run 
in the siding, on whioh a box-oar was 
standing, on which was a led lantern. The 
point of the robbery is a small station on 
the open prairie. 
Tbe robbers went 


through the train. 


Los ANGELES, Gal., Deo. 24.—-The Los 


Angeles 
and San Francisco express 


train on the Southern Pacific railroad 
was stopped by two masked men laet 
Eight about twelve miles north of Los 
Angelos, near Burbauk, a email station. 
After the train pulled out ot Burbank 
tbe robbers climbed forward of the ten- 
der of the engine and with leveled revol- 
vers forced the engineer to stop the 
train. They then uncoupled the express 
car and pulled about 200 yards, where 
they stopped and called on the express 
messenger 
to 
open 
the 
door, 


He 
refused 
until 
they 
ap- 


plied dynamite and blew the car open 
The messenger surrendered. One of the 
men kept the conductor und a few ven- 
tnrsome passengers at a safe distance, 
while his confederate loaded up the spck 
of coin, and then they both made good 
their escape on. horses whioh had been 
left near the sconce of the robbery, going 
in a northerly direction. A good descrip- 
tion of the niGD was obtained and officers 
are in pursuit. I'i addition'to the usual 
reward offered by Wells, I'argo ,t Co., 
the Southern Pacific company Las offered 
$1,000 for thn capture of the robbers. 
An unusually large amount of coin was 
oeiog shipped, bat the robbers did not 
succeed in blowing open the tressure 
safe, and it ie thought secured nothing 
but about $10 they took from the fire- 
man and engineer.

BOLD BURGLARY AT EL.WIN. 


A Wagon Load of Goods Taken 


from the Postoffloe Store. 


From fPednetday't Daily. 


Burglars were busy last night in the 


town of Elwin, five miles south of Deoa- 
tur, on the Illinois Central railroad. 
They broke into the poatoffioe general 
store and helped themselves to ail they 
wanted. The store is owned by W. J. 
Myers, who is alto the postmaster. En- 
trance was effected through one of the 
rear windows, the thieves using railroad 
coupling pins to dislodge the shutters 
and break the sash and glass. Through 
this window the burglars carried ont six 
dozen winter gloves, half dozen knives, 
half dczen razors, one box cigars, one 
dozen neckties, eix doz>n cotton socks 
and eight dozen handkerchiefs. 
Tbe 


postofflce safe and stamps were not dis- 
turbed, There were a few dollars in the 
safe, and some of the stamps were ex- 
posed. Evidently tbe robbers did not 
care to have any dealings with the gov- 
ernment. Postmaster Myers wae not 
apprised o:" the robbery until this morn- 
ing. 


It is learned that at about 10 o'clock 


last night Conductor Waldy, in charge of 
a Central freight train, fonnd four tramps 
on bis train stealing a ride. He put 
them off at Elwin. One was a tall man 
who wore a long overcoat, and two had 
on caps. Bert Shively, going home from 
church, saw four men hanging around 
the Myeia store. He supposed they were 
people, of the village and passed on to 
his home. They were doubtless rLe fel- 
lows who went through the store. 


No trace of th<» robbers could be die- 


covered this morning, except along the 
railroad track for a oiile north of tbe 
village were strewn articles that had 
been stolen from the store. 


Postmaster Myers was in Deoatur to- 


day to give the particulars of the robbery 
to the police. It is supposed that the 
thieves came en to Deoatur, and that 
they will try to dispose of the goods. 


OUT WITH QTJKB. 


Eight or ten Elwin citizens started 


oat this morning to scour tbe timber and 
prairie for the robbers. Each man has a 
rifle, shotgun, revolver or Winchester, 
and if they rnund-up the robbers and 
tfiere is resistance, possibly then* will be 
blood shed. 


Postmaster Myers remained in Deoatur 


too long this forenoon. He missed the 
train, and had to walk home.
